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Council says 
it’s ready for 
any weather 

Gritters are on standby in the Black Country in 
preparation for a long and cold winter, with some 
councils extending the gritting service to cover pay 
and display car parks. 

Council bosses in Dudley said they were “fully pre¬ 
pared” for “anything the weather throws at them”. 

Transport chief Councillor Patrick Harley said a 
system was in place where the weather could be 
monitored hour-by-hour and teams sent out if tem¬ 
peratures plummeted. 

Gritting trucks in Wyre Forest went on standby 
last weekend - ready to swing into action if winter 
strikes early. 

Around 15,000 tons of salt is in stock and ready to 
be used at Worcestershire County Council — the 
authority’s biggest stockpile in its history — in antic¬ 
ipation of snow predicted by forecasters within 
weeks. 

This year Sandwell Council has bought an extra 
570 tons of gritting salt to make sure it can cope with 
the predicted freezing conditions and now has 6,950 
tons of rock salt stockpiled at a cost of £228,000. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, said: “We’re well pre¬ 
pared as we have been for previous winters. 

“We have a very dedicated staff of gritters who do 
an excellent job - which I am sure they will continue 
to do this winter — to keep the roads of Sandwell 
safe.” 

He added: “We’re actually improving the gritting 
service and we will be including gritting of pay and 
display car parks, additional salt bins and addi¬ 
tional roads included in the priority network for 
salting.” 

Councils across the Black Country say they will be 
checking forecasts on a daily basis to make sure the 
most effective and appropriate treatment is put in 
place. 

In Wolverhampton highways chiefs have stock¬ 
piled a third more salt than last year. 

Bosses have received 4,232 tons at a cost of 
£145,000 this year, up from 3,500 tons and a spend 
of £115,000 last year. A further 400 tons is on order 
and gritting trucks are on standby to respond to up- 
to-the-minute weather reports. 

460workers have 
gone in cutbacks 

A total of 460 staff have been shed by Dudley 
Council as part of cost-cutting measures to make 
savings of more than £22 million in the present 
financial year. 

Figures presented to a meeting of the authority’s 
cabinet last week showed 56 employees had left the 
authority through compulsory redundancy. 

The remaining 404 staff requested voluntary 
redundancy which was supported by senior man¬ 
agers and agreed by council bosses. 

It has removed 314 full-time equivalent posts from 
the council with a further 129.2 positions achieved 
by not filling vacancies and another 41.49 by rede¬ 
ploying staff into other positions. This places the 
total amount of full-time equivalent posts removed 
at 485. In January the council said it would need to 
axe around 460 such posts. The highest number of 
compulsory redundancies was in the children’s serv¬ 
ices department with 42 staff axed. Members of the 
cabinet agreed the report and authorised officials to 
look at further redundancies for the coming finan¬ 
cial year. Councillor Tim Wright, deputy leader of 
the council, said: “Trade unions were consulted and 
were pleased with the council’s efforts to reduce com¬ 
pulsory redundancies through the voluntary redun¬ 
dancy programme.” 


£300,000 to be spent repairing wall 


Around £300,000 of repairs will be 
carried out to an unstable wall near Brier- 
ley Hill War Memorial more than two 
years after works were first announced. 

Scaled down remedial works to the wall 
off Church Hill and Church Street have 
been identified by Dudley Council engi¬ 
neers. 

Concrete blocks were put alongside a 
300ft-stretch of wall around two years ago 
because of concerns it was unsafe. The 
wall supports a terraced embankment 
where the Brierley Hill War Memorial 
stands near St Michael’s Church. 

Original estimates for repairs were in 
the region of £2 million with Advantage 
West Midlands footing the bill but the 


cash was withdrawn. Council bosses say 
they do not have the money to carry out 
the full project and will instead pursue a 
smaller scheme. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, said the 
authority will allocate around £300,000 to 
the project. 

“It would cost around £2 million to do all 
the works but it is that money we simply 
haven’t got,” he said. “But we are looking 
at safety measures to ensure that the 
public and motorists on the road below are 
protected. 

“There is pressure continuing to push 
down on the land so there is an issue. 

“However, we have done some ongoing 
restoration and some repairs and while 


our engineers have been doing that they 
have found there may be a solution to the 
problem that might be a lot cheaper. 

“It is option that will hopefully give us 
some better news on the project later in 
the year.” 

Ward Councillor Zafar Islam has wel¬ 
comed the news that repairs were on the 
way. 

“All three ward members are pleased 
with what Councillor Harley had to say 
and hope something will now be done,” he 
said. “I believe the plans have been scaled 
down from what was originally proposed 
but we now know they have been looking 
at it. I hope it is not just a plaster sticking 
job.” 


LEGAL FIGHT 
FOR WIDOW

The widow of a Tividale grandfather who says 
the hit-and-run driver who killed him didn’t 
show a shred of decency towards her huband, has 
launched a civil action against him. 

David Rudge died of complications to injuries he sus¬ 
tained after his motorcycle was hit head-on by a 
Jaguar being driven by hair salon boss Clive Robinson, 
of Brierley Hill. His car had drifted on to the wrong 
side of the road and he left the scene of the crash in 
Portway Road, Oldbury. 

As Robinson started a two- 
year jail sentence, Mr 
Rudge’s widow Kath said: “I 
find it very difficult to forgive 
him after he behaved with 
total disregard. 

“He showed not a single 
shred of human decency by 
leaving the scene without 
stopping to help Dave. 

“There are still so many 
unanswered questions about 
the circumstances of the col¬ 
lision. Why he was on the wrong side of the road and why he 
felt unable to hand himself into the police much earlier. 

“Dave was a fantastic role model for his four kids, step-chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren who idolised him. He never swore or 
argued.” 

Mrs Rudge, who was married to her 57-year-old husband 
for 21 years, added: “He loved to ride his bike and had com¬ 
pletely stripped and sprayed it last year but when I went to 
see him in hospital and mentioned the machine he said: ‘No 
more. Never again’ which was very sad because the crash had 
taken away his enjoyment. 

“We were making plans for retirement and thinking of 
buying a camper van and just heading off together. The man 
who did this has taken my soul mate - my future - but 
somehow we need to find the strength to move on with our 
lives but there is not a minute of the day when we do not miss 
Dave and grieve his loss.” 

The family’s solicitor Miss Rebecca Hearsey, said: “Now 
that criminal proceedings have been concluded, it is impor¬ 
tant that we pursue a separate civil case to provide some 
degree of financial security for those left behind.” Robinson, 
of Stourbridge Road, was banned from driving for four years 
on Monday.

Action call on 

‘deathtrap’ 

blackspot 

Urgent action is needed at a “deathtrap” accident 
blackspot in the Black Country to protect people 
from speeding drivers ignoring dangerous 
blindspots, claim campaigners. 

The call comes after a string of accidents along The 
Straits, Lower Gornal, as residents claim drivers 
ignore the 30mph speed limit and run into trouble at 
a sudden bend. Pensioner Roy Welch, 80, lives near 
the corner and said cars, motorcycles and vans 
crashed at least once a week outside his home. 

“They come bombing down and go round the 
corner that fast they can’t take it,” he said. “It’s been 
going on for years and years — and nobody seems to 
take any notice. We just sit and wait for the crash.” 

Mr Welch said he and his wife Chris had been 
living in the street for more than 50 years, and in 
recent years had started to keep a record of all the 
crashes which happened along the road to present to 
the authorities. 

Since they started, there have been three over¬ 
turned cars, 44 crashes damaging fences and walls, 
a telegraph pole destroyed and one person run over, 
as well as numerous minor crashes. 

“Something needs to be done — it has been going on 
for too long,” he added. “It won’t be long before 
there’s a really serious accident.” 

Ward councillors Tim Wright and David Stanley 
have launched a campaign to get safety measures 
installed along the road. 

Councillor Wright, deputy leader at Dudley 
Council, said they were in the process of organising 
a public meeting for anyone concerned about the 
issue. 

“The pavement on the first bend seems to jut out, 
and while you’re travelling safely it’s fine, when 
drivers come speeding down the road they end up on 
the wrong side,” he said. 

“We are concerned that there could be a fatal crash 
at any time - it’s a deathtrap really.” 


Food 6 months 
past use-by date 

A former shop owner has received a conditional 
discharge after mouldy food - including a chicken 
sandwich more than six months past its use-by date 
- was found at her premises. 

Mehwiaish Kauser, aged 20, pleaded guilty to 19 
charges of selling food after the use-by date at 
Dudley Magistrates Court. 

The court was told trading standards’ officers had 
swooped on the Kal and Brothers store, Church 
Street, Pensnett, on February 7 this year in regards 
to other matters. 

But while there they checked food on display and 
inside a fridge and items such as sausages 23 days 
past the use-by date, cheese 57 days out-of-date and 
a chicken sandwich which was 213 days past its use- 
by date. 

Magistrates were told Kauser, of Blackacre Road, 
Dudley, has sold on the business. Alongside the con¬ 
ditional discharge, which will run for two years, she 
was also ordered to pay costs of £3,233. 

The court heard that at the time officials arrived 
at the business Kauser had not been involved in its 
day-to-day running since 2009. Miss Neelam 
Bangar, prosecuting, said: “The majority of the food 
items found were in a fridge but there were some 
other items on display elsewhere in the shop. 

“Officers were told a sign had been placed on the 
fridge telling customers the items in there were not 
for sale. However, this was said to have been 
removed by children.”

The register office in the Crown Centre is 
shutting as part of the £50 million regener¬ 
ation of the shopping complex which will 
see a new Tesco created. 

The move had sparked fears that people 
would have to travel into Dudley for regis¬ 
tration services. But council bosses have 
announced that the new service will open at 
the town’s libary on October 24. 

People will also be able to register notices 
of marriage and civil partnerships 
although actual ceremonies have been 
shelved for good. Weddings and civil part¬ 
nerships will now longer take place in the 
town due to “low demand”.

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Looking 
for cuts 
of £1.8m 

Job losses, closing buildings and 
merging services at libraries in Wyre 
Forest are among options being con¬ 
sidered as part of budget cuts of 
£1.8million. 

The libraries service at Worcester¬ 
shire County Council must trim 28 
per cent from its budget by 2014 and 
council chiefs said while they would 
avoid closures where possible, they 
had to be realistic about the cuts. 

Wyre Forest District Council leader 
John Campion, who is also the cabinet 
member for communities, said 
changes were inevitable. 

“The changes are going to be diffi¬ 
cult but we knew the public would not 
want us to take the easy option and 
just start closing libraries,” he said. 

“We have instead taken on the 
tougher task of transforming the 
service and have made some positive 
steps, for example getting the commu¬ 
nity more heavily involved in the 
running of the libraries, perhaps in a 
volunteer capacity. 

“We are also reviewing the option of 
shorter opening hours, which will 
mean fewer staff.” Some libaries may 
be moved into a school or community 
centre. The proposals, unveiled fol¬ 
lowing a meeting last week also 
include merging libraries with other 
services, and charities. 

Head of culture and communities 
Neil Anderson said the proposals 
would help provide a “sustainable” 
library service, despite the cuts. 

“We must be realistic and under¬ 
stand 28 per cent savings is not 
insignificant and can’t be done 
without some changes to services.” 

Inquest on 
pensioner 

A reclusive pensioner died following 
a fall down stairs and a heart attack 
an inquest heard. 

Angela Christine Baker, aged 69, 
had alerted the emergency services to 
her fall via an alarm around her neck 
at around 8.45am on July 20, Smeth¬ 
wick coroners court heard. 

Ambulance crews arrived at her 
home on Summercourt Square, 
Kingswinford, and found Miss Baker 
unresponsive. She was admitted to 
Russells Hall Hospital where she was 
treated in intensive care. Black 
Country coroner Robin Balmain 
heard Miss Baker was a recluse. 

Whilst in hospital her condition 
improved slightly before deteriorat¬ 
ing and she died on July 26. 

Mr Balmain said: “It is hard to 
know whether she fell down the stairs 
as a result of the cardiac arrest, or she 
suffered the cardiac arrest following 
the fall.” He stated her death was a 
result of a combination of natural 
causes and an accident.

Later two canisters were 
found connected to a cutting 
torch along with other 
cutting equipment, the 
court was told. 

None of the pieces of track 
had been loaded on to the 
van. 

Anslow, of Stourbridge 
Road, Dudley, claimed he 
had been asked to cut the 
track by a man he met in a 
pub. 

Mr Dennis Dudley, 
defending, said: “It was like 
something from The Key¬ 
stone Cops with police 
waiting outside a tunnel for 
a man and his dog. 
Somehow they got away.” 

He said that the track had 
not been used for up to 30 
years, but it had not been 
ruled out that it could be 
used again. 

The 17-year-old was dealt 
with at a previous hearing. 

Anslow, who pleaded 
guilty to attempted theft, 
was given a 12-month com¬ 
munity order and told to 
carry out 150 hours of 
unpaid work and pay £250 
costs. 


Firm fined 
for adverts 
on street 

A company has been fined nearly 
£10,000 after being found guilty of failing 
to remove advertising it placed on pave¬ 
ments and street signs without permis¬ 
sion. 

Floor My Home, which trades as Floors 2 Go, 
placed the adverts near to its premises in Hurst 
Lane, Brierley Hill, Dudley Magistrates Court 
was told. 

Magistrates heard enforcement notices to 
remove them had been issued by Dudley 
Council last December and January but the 
firm had not taken action. 

No representatives from the company 
attended last week’s hearing and the court 
decided to continue with the case. 

The firm was found guilty of nine charges of 
contravening an enforcement notice contrary to 
the Country and Planning Act. 

Pavements 

It was ordered to pay £1,000 for each breach, 
along with £785 costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge - a total cost of £9,800. 

Mr Tim Holder, prosecuting for Dudley 
Council, said the adverts included A boards 
placed on pavements outside the trading estate 
and along Pedmore Road. 

He said they had also been placed on an elec¬ 
tricity box near to the estate along with signs 
and railings along the route. 

“Most of these signs were an eyesore along the 
route but some of them were also dangerous as 
they obscured controls on some of the street fur¬ 
niture,” he said. “This included on traffic lights 
and zebra crossings in this area. 

“The adverts were put up without consent 
and included posters.”

A£1 million Italian restaurant has 
opened in a Dudley retail park, creat¬ 
ing 30 new jobs.

“The building has been specially 
designed and built to meet the criteria 
we wanted and we are delighted with 
the new restaurant.” 


Plan for 
school is 
rejected 

Plans for a £3 million free school in 
Stourbridge have been rejected by 
government officials with applicants 
told to go back to the drawing board. 

Places for more than 450 pupils and 
at least 30 teaching jobs would have 
been created by the scheme. 

But the Future Education Trust, 
which was behind the project, says 
plans have now been delayed follow¬ 
ing the Government’s decision. 

Trust director Mustafa Erol today 
said its plans to rent and convert com¬ 
mercial premises in Lye costing more 
than £3 million had scuppered the 
proposal. 

He added the Government wants 
the trust to look at cheaper options so 
more could be spent on the education 
of pupils. “I am very disappointed but 
we will go back to the drawing board 
and submit an application for next 
year,” he said 

“The Government identified two 
issues with our application which we 
need to look at. We have to look at the 
value for money of our plan.” 

Free Schools are independent from 
local authority control but are state- 
funded and can set parts of their own 
curriculum. 

The school would have been based 
in warehousing and office space in 
Hayes business park, in A458 The 
Hayes, costing around £3 million to 
convert and around £300,000 to rent. 

The trust also looked using the 
former Corns office, in A458 Stour¬ 
bridge Road, in Lye, as a base for the 
school. Dudley Labour group 
spokesman for education, Councillor 
Tim Crumpton, said: “I’m disap¬ 
pointed for the people who have put 
effort into the proposal.”

Work on the new store has taken 
more than six months to complete 
after the original store, created in 
1992, closed in January. 

Construction 

Demolition of the old supermarket 
ended in March for construction of 
the new store to begin. 

Store manager Steve Goswell said: 
“My team and I would like to thank 
everyone involved in the opening of 
the new store and all the customers 
who came along this morning. 


“We have had a very positive reac¬ 
tion from customers and I would like 
to thank all the staff who worked very 
hard to get the store ready to open.” 

The store employs around 300 
people.

Bonfire shows gearing

Plans to transform a 
restaurant in Dudley into 
new homes and shops 
including a funeral parlour 
have been rejected following 
more than 100 objections 
from residents. 

New owners SEP Proper¬ 
ties Ltd bought the Shang¬ 
hai Fusion, on the corner of 
Salop Street and Nith Place, 
Sedgley, when the previous 
owner retired. 

They wanted to demolish 
sections of the building for a 
new detached home, four 
one-bedroomed flats and two 
new shops. But planners 
decided the scheme did not 
provide sufficient parking, 
and was an “incongruous” 
addition to the building. 


A campaign has been launched to get a 
derelict town centre office block on one of 
Dudley’s busiest routes demolished after 
repeated attempts to revamp it failed. 

Cavendish House has stood empty for 
five years and there were hopes it would be 
turned into a hotel. But talks between 
interested chains and owners stalled, 
leaving the prospect of the site remaining 
unused for years to come. 

Council bosses insist the building is still 
an important part of plans for the town’s 
regeneration. But residents are now gath¬ 
ering a petition calling on the council and 
owners to take “decisive action for the good 
of Dudley”. 

They say the building, which is seen by 
thousands of drivers along Dudley South¬ 
ern Bypass each day, is an “embarrass¬ 
ment”. 

Jim Brookes, aged 45, already has 100 
signatures and hopes to get at least 1,000. 


The delivery driver, of Watson’s Green 
Road, said: “It’s on a major route into 
Dudley and people drive past it every day. 

Anyone entering the town for the first 
time would get a pretty bad impression. 

“I’ve heard all these plans - a hotel, 
apartments, a supermarket - and it comes 
to nothing. It is an eyesore and it would be 
better to get rid and start again.” 

Update 

There has been no progress from develop¬ 
ers Abstract since hotel plans stalled 
earlier this year. 

Councillor Angus Adams, cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “Cavendish 
House is still part of our plans for the town’s 
regeneration but there is no update at the 
moment. 

“We are waiting for interested parties to 
get in touch with the owners.” 

The council would prefer the building to 
be used as a hotel or office block. 


Preparations are under way to ensure 
bonfires and firework displays in the region 
go with a bang. Thousands are expected to 
flock to the events being staged at parks 
and playing fields. 

More than £40,000 is being spent by 
councils to stage the displays this year. 
Around £20,000 of fireworks will be set off 
at Himley Hall and Park, near Dudley, on 
November 5. In Wolverhampton, more than 
30,000 are expected to attend two displays 
being held in the town. 

The first will be at Hickman Park, in 
Wolverhampton Street, Bilston, on Novem¬ 
ber 4. This year’s event will mark the 100th 
anniversary of the park and the search is on 
to find a pensioner born in the year the park 
opened. People are being asked to nominate 
anyone they know born in 1911 to have the 
honour of lighting the bonfire. People can 
call 01902 552099 to make a nomination. 

The display will start at 8.30pm with 


admission at £3.50 for adults and £2.50 for 
children. 

The town’s main event will be at West 
Park, Park Road East and Park Road West, 
on November 5. Gates open at 6pm with the 
display starting at 8.30pm. Around £12,000 
has been spent on fireworks and £4,000 to 
create the bonfire. 

A bonfire and fireworks display takes 
place at Dartmouth Park, in Lloyd Street, 
West Bromwich, on November 5. The 
bonfire will be lit at 6.30pm and there will 
be a mini-firework display at 7pm before 
the main event at 7.45pm. 

Lichfield Rugby Football Union is 
hosting a bonfire night celebration on 
November 4. The club, in Tamworth Road, 
will open the gates at 6.30pm, with the 
bonfire being started at 7pm and firework 
displays at 7.30pm and 8.15pm. Entrance 
is £5 for adults and £3 for under-16s and 
pensioners.

£7m found at 
Russells Hall 

Savings worth more than £7 million 
have now been found at Dudley’s Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital as bosses look to 
trim £12m off this year’s budget. 

Health chiefs at the hospital say they 
have brought in a number of measures 
including reviewing every available job 
in a bid to save cash as well as re-ten¬ 
dering for equipment to see if cheaper 
alternatives can be found. 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, which employs more than 3,257 
full-time staff, says it needs to save 
£12m each year for the next three to 
four years. 

Bosses recently revealed they have 
now identified almost two thirds of the 
savings needed this year. 

Chief executive of the Trust Paula 
Clark said: “We are working hard 
towards making our cost improvement 
savings of £12m for this year and have 
already saved over £7m.” 

She said: “This includes procure¬ 
ment savings, such as retendering for 
equipment, working to reduce 
patients’ time spent in hospital, tighter 
vacancy management and reducing 
our agency expenditure.” 

Hospital patient 
had been deported 

An illegal immigrant who spent more 
than a year at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital, although he was “medically 
fit” for discharge, has been deported. 

The patient, who suffered a heart 
attack and brain injury, could not be 
released from hospital as immigration 
removal centres could not provide the 
care he needed. But a hospital spokes¬ 
woman said the man, who has not been 
identified but who entered the UK in 
2007, had left Russells Hall to be 
deported to Pakistan.

Fire chiefs in the West Mid¬ 
lands held a consultation in August 
and September on a new move to also 
axe one of the two 24-hour crews based 
at both stations. West Midlands Fire 
Service has revealed 17 written 
responses were lodged during the con¬ 
sultation. 

Bosses said about 250 people 
attended two public meetings held on 
the proposals. 

The comments made at the meeting 
were transcribed and will be fed into 
the “decision making process”. 

Bosses will determine whether to go 
ahead with the move to axe a crew at a 
meeting due to be held on November 
28. 

West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Authority chairman, Councillor John 
Edwards said: “In reaching a decision, 
we will take into account the consulta¬ 
tion responses, the advice from senior 
fire officers about risk and response 
times, and the very difficult financial 
situation facing the fire service 
because of the unprecedented cuts 
being imposed on us by the Conserva¬ 
tive-led government.” 

Incidents 

Campaigners have also been urging 
the fire service to retain both Cradley 
Heath and Halesowen fire stations as 
they fear the merger would leave the 
area poorly protected in an emergency. 

But bosses have said they are 
looking to stick by the original merger 
plans. 

And firefighters were expected to be 
based in either the current Cradley 
Heath fire station, a new rented site, or 
a new purpose-built base. 

Figures released in August showed 
that in 2010-11, Halesowen attended 
about 535 incidents. Cradley Heath 
firefighterswent out to about 1,000. 

Fire service chiefs say the combined 
replacement engine would respond to 
about 1,100 calls per year or three calls 
per day. That could lead to a “slight 
increase” in the workloads of stations 
in Oldbury and Stourbridge as well as 
Woodgate Valley in Quinton or North- 
field in Birmingham. 

Pull-out by firm on 
industrial units bid 

Plans to build eight industrial units 
at a former foundry in Dudley have 
been thrown out after the developers 
refused to pay thousands of pounds 
towards the local area. 

The proposals for the old Westfields 
Stampings site in Wolverhampton 
Street were rejected by council plan¬ 
ning chiefs at a recent meeting. Coun¬ 
cillors were told that developers 
Dudley Estates would not pay the 
£10,000 that was required as part of 
planning permission. 

Dudley Estates would have to shell 
out £4,733 for transport improvement 
and £5,000 for parking restrictions, 
along with £469 for “nature conserva¬ 
tion”. All the payments would be part of 
a Section 106 agreement.

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£8m bid for revamp 
at the new academy

Multi-million pound plans have been 
unveiled to rebuild parts of a newly- 
created academy in Dudley and set up a 
new sixth form. 

Holly Hall Academy has applied for £8 
million of funding from the Government’s Pri¬ 
ority Schools Building Programme, with prin¬ 
cipal Graham Lloyd saying parts of the school 
building are in a poor state of repair. 

Mr Lloyd, who led the former maths and comput¬ 
ing college in a successful bid to become an academy 
in the summer, is also hoping to introduce a sixth 
form. That would be in conjunction with the new 
Dudley Sixth project at Dudley College. 

“We are preparing to launch a consultation on pro¬ 
viding post-16 education on-site,” he said. 

“We want to provide students with the choice to be 
able to stay on. We are looking to link with Dudley 
Sixth so we are able to offer a fuller range of subjects 
that we might not have enough demand for by our¬ 
selves, such as Spanish.” 

The Priority Schools Building Programme is a 
scheme from the Department for Education to re¬ 
build 200 schools across the country in the worst con¬ 
dition. “We’re definitely not among the worst in the 
country, but there are parts - such as the sports facil¬ 
ity - which are very poor indeed,” Mr Lloyd added. 

Priorities 

“The programme is also willing to look at other pri¬ 
orities so we are hoping that our aims for a sixth form 
provision will help get the funding approved. We have 
applied for £8m of funding and if we get permission to 
introduce a sixth form that amount will probably go 
up. We should know either way by Christmas.” 

He said the transformation from a college into an 
academy, which opened last month, had gone “very 
smoothly”. “We are the masters of our own destiny 
now,” he said. “We have been doing some really inter¬ 
esting things with the students, so they have seen a 
difference as well. It’s very exciting.” 

Mr Lloyd first applied for academy status at the 
start of the year after becoming frustrated with 
council budget cuts which restricted his own deci¬ 
sions on where to spend money. 

“At Holly Hall, we managed to get pupil atten¬ 
dance to a very high level thanks to the hard work of 
our truancy officer, and we didn’t want to undo all 
that,” he said. “As an academy, we can asses the 
needs of our own school and our own pupils, instead 
of falling into line with other schools who may have 
very different priorities.”

Buildings and machinery has been 
destroyed in a suspected arson attack 
at a Lye car wash. 

The owners of the Jet King Car Wash 
in Hayes Lane revealed up to £15,000 
worth of damage had been caused after 
the storage building caught fire during 
the early hours of October 10. 

Alberto Kola, who has run the busi¬ 
ness for around five years, said an 
emergency order of new equipment 
had been made and he hoped to get the 
business back up and running within 
two days. 

He said he had been alerted by 
neighbours who called him when they 
spotted the fire. “The damage is really 


bad -1 arrived and just saw big flames 
everywhere,” he said. 

“Everything has been destroyed — 
the machinery, the office, everything. 
Customers have been coming in all 
morning, and they are all shocked by 
what they see. But we want to make it 
clear to everyone that we will be open 
again soon.” 

Pictures taken show how the small 
outbuilding was gutted by the blaze. 

Watch commander Carl Smith, from 
Stourbridge Fire Station, said the unit 
was being used as an office and for 
storage by the car wash business. “It 
has been completely destroyed. The 
fire was started deliberately and the 


carwash 

police are now investigating,” he said. 

The crew was called at around 
12.30am. The West Midlands Police 
helicopter was also called to the scene, 
after passers-by reported a possible 
burglary at the site. 

Officers managed to broadcast live 
video footage to the control room to 
show the extent of the blaze. 

The small red building, which 
stands in the corner of the lot, con¬ 
tained equipment used at the car 
wash such as jets and tanks to be filled 
with water. Cleaning chemicals and 
paperwork related to the business 
were also kept in the storage unit, and 
completely destroyed. 


Schools to 
adopt new 
speed limit 

New 20mph speed limits 
could be introduced outside 
schools in Dudley under 
new plans discussed by 
council leaders.

Pub in jeopardy over 
outdoor drinks ban

A notorious pub that was forced to shut 
for three months amid complaints over 
noise faces an uncertain future after cus¬ 
tomers were banned from drinking 
outside the front or side of the premises. 

The Painters Arms in Coseley will focus on 
serving food when it re-opens in November 
after being closed for three months for holding 
late-night discos. Owner Graham Watkins 
withdrew plans to open until 2am when locals 
objected. 

However, he wanted conditions changed allowing 
drinkers to stand out at the front and smoke. 

Dudley Council licensing bosses rejected his appli¬ 
cation and 56-year-old Mr Watkins now says he 
could struggle to keep the business going as he fears 
customers will be put off. 

He said there had been “confrontations” with 
punters when he had asked them not to take their 
drinks outside. 

Although the pub has a beer garden at the back, 
Mr Watkins told councillors that it is difficult to 
access and claims people have always stood outside 
the front entrance. 

Members of the council’s licensing sub-committee 
recently said they were concerned that groups of 
people congregating outside would create too much 
noise. 

Review 

But they agreed to review the application in six 
months after the pub has re-opened. 

Mr Watkins said: “There’s so many restrictions on 
the pub now that it is making it very difficult to make 
the business viable. 

“I am trying to make the pub a success and we just 
need some help. 

“With complaints about music, we can just turn it 
off, but it is hard to stop people talking when they 
stand outside. 

“We will come back as a pub mainly selling food 
and see how it goes but it will be an uncertain six 
months.” 

The pub is adjacent to residents’ homes and the 
new Extra Care retirement village being built in the 
town. 

The licensing committee forced the pub to close on 
August 10 and abide by numerous conditions before 
it could re-open following a string of complaints. 
They include fitting a noise limiter to the pub’s 
jukebox.

WORCESTER ACCREDITED INSTALLER A 
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Master of the macabre 


T HERE are several writers 
who can lay claim to being 
the greatest author of ghost 
stories. 

Dickens wrote the classics Christmas 
Carol and The Signalman but, on the 
whole, his supernatural tales are too few 
and far between. American Edgar Allan 
Poe was a specialist in guilt and 
grotesque retribution and H.P. Lovecraft 
a master of occult myth and monstrous 
deities. Of the lesser known, Algernon 
Blackwood and Saki (the pen name of 
Hector Hugh Munro) are well worth 
seeking out. W.W. Jacobs deserves 
mention for contributing a memorable 
tale of horror with his macabre classic 
The Monkey’s Paw. 

However, in my opinion, these authors 
hold but a faint, guttering candle to the 
talent of Victorian M.R. James. For skin¬ 
crawling terror, no one has surpassed 
his ragged wraiths, bringers of 
inescapable doom. In unforgettable 
tales such as Oh Whistle and I’ll Come 
To To You My Lad, Casting the Runes, A 
View from a Hill and Lost Hearts, the 
Cambridge University Don perfected 
the art of the ghost story, a genre most 
strongly associated with the 19th 
century. 

James’s horrors lurked in the 
shadows of ancient churches, within the 
pages of dusty books or on the bleak 
windswept coast of Suffolk, an area he 
knew well from childhood. His protago¬ 
nists are often scholars, usually 
someone whose meddling in the distant 
past wakes a power that is both obscure 
and elemental, a vengeful, implacable 
supernatural foe. 

Several of the stories have become a 
familiar part of the festive season ritual 
with TV dramatisations. That is apt, as 
the stories began as a Christmas Eve 
entertainment, after the annual King’s 
College carol service and dinner in Hall, 
Dean and Provost Montague Rhodes 
James would invite a select group of 
academics to his rooms where he would 
read his latest story by candlelight. 

Now another academic, head of the 
school of English and fellow of Trinity 
College Dublin Darryl Jones, has edited 
a new edition of M. R. James: Col¬ 
lected Ghost Stories (hardback, 
£14.99) for the Oxford University Press. 
Here are all 33 tales of terror, but to 
quote one of his titles, A Warning to the 
Curious, these stories are powerful 
enough to haunt your dreams and leave 
you scanning the darkness for shapes if 



something goes bump, or even worse, 
scratch in the night. 

In an excellent introduction, which I 
recommend reading as an afterword, 
Jones looks at the life of James and at 
the origins of these remarkable short 
stories. This looks at the author’s deep 
conservatism, the sense of being a Vic¬ 
torian during the rapid change of the 
Edwardian era, his cloistered lifestyle 
and, inevitably, his sexuality. 

If The Woman in Black made Susan 
Hill the modern mistress of the ghost 
story, she has a new rival in Michelle 
Paver. Frozen in fear takes on a new 
meaning in Dark Matter (Orion, paper¬ 
back, £7.99), the first novel aimed at 
adults from prize-winning writer of chil¬ 
dren’s fantasy Paver. It is a blood-cur¬ 
dling tale of isolation and growing 
unease turning to terror in the icy wilder¬ 
ness of northern Norway as the inky 
black total darkness of a long, bitterly 
cold Arctic winter descends. 

Written in the form of a journal, it tells 
the story of a disastrous 1930s British 
scientific expedition inside the Arctic 
Circle from the viewpoint of the only 
working class member of the team, 
radio operator Jack Miller. Ill at ease as 
the only grammar school boy amongst 
the gentleman explorers and academ¬ 
ics, matters become a lot worse for 
Miller. As the sun disappears, the expe¬ 
dition to a remote bay turns into a strug¬ 
gle with both the natural world and a 
supernatural enemy. 

Though it is aimed at teenaged 


readers, this adult enjoyed Undead 
(Chicken House, paperback, £6.99) by 
Kirsty McKay. Featuring those most 
popular of modern monsters, zombies. 
This is a cracking end-of-the-world 
adventure in which a school ski-ing trip 
in the Scottish highlands becomes a 
battle for survival when the sulky stay- 
on-the-bus kids discover their teachers 
and classmates have been turned into 
ravenous ghouls by something nasty 
served up at a roadside cafe. 

It’s the new girl, her bitchy classroom 
enemy, a headstrong rebel and a nerd 
versus the undead as they try to escape 
the ultimate coach trip from hell. Their 
gore-splattered story of fear and friend¬ 
ship is fast-paced and laced with grim 
humour. If you like Charlie Higson’s teen 
tales of zombie horror, this will certainly 
deliver similar thrills. 

Supernatural tales for children: 

Anne Fine is an excellent story teller 
and her latest gothic tale for children is 
The Devil Walks (Doubleday, hard¬ 
back, £10.99). Set around a hundred 
years ago, it features a boy whose child¬ 
hood has been ruined by his quietly 
insane mother rearing him as an invalid. 
Apparently freed from her influence and 
into the care of a well-meaning doctor, 
he inherits a doll’s house from his 
mother that seems to have a malign 
power and leads him to his mother’s 
identical childhood home and his dia¬ 
bolical uncle. 

The irascible genie (or djinni) Barti- 
maeus, a reluctant slave to a magician in 
the ancient Middle East, returns in The 
Ring of Solomon (Corgi, paperback, 
£7.99) by Jonathan Stroud. The original 
Bartimaeus trilogy is soon to be turned 
into a major movie but you don’t need to 
know those stories to enjoy this book, a 
prequel or footnote to the previous 
books by Stroud about the feckless 
fiend. This time Bartimaeus is reluctantly 
caught up in a struggle between King 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba 
involving a deadly female assassin, 17 
malevolent magicians and a string of 
sinister spirits, in pursuit of Solomon’s 
all-powerful magic ring. 

A night at the museum has unfore¬ 
seen consequences when Henry 
decides to spice up an educational 
sleepover by scaring Perfect Peter in 
Horrid Henry and the Zombie Vampire 
(Orion, paperback, £4.99), one of four 
new short stories about Francesca 
Simon’s naughty schoolboy. Cue 
giggles aplenty from primary school 
aged children. Leon Burakowski

consent is the next stage in prepara¬ 
tory work needed before construction 
can start in the new year. 

Under the £50 million plans, Tesco 
will rebuild major sections of Crown 
Shopping Centre, where the town hall 
is based, creating shops with office 
space above. The multi-storey car 
park in Bell Street will be demolished. 

It will be replaced with a supermar¬ 
ket and a 550-space underground car 


An exact start date for construction 
work has yet to be announced as it is 
thought details over road closures are 
still being hammered out. 

Dudley Council has confirmed there 
will be no major building work this 
year as it wants to wait until after 
Christmas so as to avoid disruption for 
businesses in the town during the 
busy trading period. 

Councillor Angus Adams, cabinet 


member for regeneration, said: “We are 
continuing discussions with Tesco in 
relation to specific timescales. While 
preparatory works wih take place in the 
coming months, there will be no major 
work on the project until the new year.” 

The scheme was given the go-ahead 
in February this year and will create 
400 jobs. It is expected to bring local 
traders an extra £200,000 a week. 

Stourbridge Register office will shut 
in the next few weeks to make way for 
the development. 

Council bosses say they are looking 
at providing some services elsewhere 
in Stourbridge to save people having 
to go to Dudley.

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Baby boom boost for zoo visitor numbers 


Visitor numbers have soared by 
more than 10 per cent at Dudley 
Zoo, with bosses crediting a 
summer “baby boom” for the thou¬ 
sands more people flooding 
through the gates. 

Atotal of 14,714 more people headed 
dropped in to the popular tourist 
attraction in Castle Hill between 
January and September — a rise of 
10.7 per cent on last year - bringing 
visitor numbers up to almost 150,000. 

And Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitch- 
man said new arrivals such as the rare 


birth of baby orangutan Sprout, who 
made her debut in May, had helped 
draw in the crowds. 

“These are cracking figures, espe¬ 
cially given the state of the economy” 
she said. 

Babies 

“We have had lots of new animals 
join us this year, and there has been a 
real ‘baby boom’ which I think has 
probably attracted a lot of people. 

“Everyone loves to see the babies. 

The zoo has yet to calculate the 
figures for October, which are likely to 


be boosted by the Indian summer that 
saw temperatures soar into the 80s. 

Other new additions to the zoo this 
year have including red panda Amba, 
born in June, and Lar gibbon Luna 
who was the first of the endangered 
species to be born at the Midland 
attraction, and took her first steps last 
month. 

And baby capybara Pecan surprised 
visitors when she entered the enclo¬ 
sure with her mother just hours after 
being born at the very start of the 
summer. 


Demolition starts at 
historic former pub

A former pub in Coseley is 
being razed to the ground after 
standing at the site since the 
19th century. 

Local historians have said they 
were sad to see the loss of the 
former Earl of Wessex pu. 

Demolition work has now started at 
the site after planning permission was 
granted last year for a housing devel¬ 
opment despite a campaign to save 
the well-known building. 

Originally called Albert House, 
it was home to the Greenway 
family until the 1940s. 

The family owned a number of file¬ 
cutting workshops nearby and 
donated the land for Bradley’s Green¬ 
way Playing Fields. 

George Blackham from Sedgley 
Local History Society said that the 
building had been used as a pub since 
the 1940s. 

He said it was initially named The 
New Spread Eagle followed by 
Malone’s, and then The Sherlock 
Holmes before finally becoming The 
Earl of Wessex. The last pint was 
pulled in around 2008. “The property 
was a splendid example of a Black 
Country big house dating from the Vic¬ 


torian era,” he added. 

Planning permission was secured 
last summer for eight houses to be 
built on the site after Dudley Council’s 
planning committee was told the 
building was not listed nor was it in a 
conservation area. 

Coseley Civic Trust launched a bid 
to oppose the proposals, arguing the 
pub is one of the Black Country’s 
“great houses”. 

Coseley Civic Trust chairman John 
Wilkes said he was sorry to see the 


building go but felt it was inevitable 
unless someone had stepped forward 
with the cash for it to be maintained as 
a residential property of some sort. 

He added that he was under the 
impression that when the site was 
operating as a pub, it had proved a 
successful building. 

Builders have been spotted taking 
down the old pub brick by brick and a 
site advertising the land as a residen¬ 
tial development up for sale has gone 
up at the front of the building.

£120m plan goes to 
council next month

Plans to create up to 1,300 new jobs, 200 
homes and a brand new supermarket as 
part of a £120 million scheme in Coseley 
will be lodged next month, it has recently 
emerged. 

Under the proposals, a 66-acre site stretch¬ 
ing between the Birmingham New Road and 
Sedgley Road West will be redeveloped with 
new business units to house new and existing 
companies. 

Acommunity hall and full-size football pitch would 
also be created along with a food store, retail ware¬ 
house and a specialist shop. 

A series of public meetings giving residents and 
businesses the chance to comment on the proposals 
were held last month. 

Simon Lawrence, spokesman for the site’s owner, 
Skelton Group Investments, said the response to the 
Coseley Eco Park scheme had been positive and 
plans were expected to be submitted to Dudley 
Council next month. 

“We had a very successful three days of exhibition 
events with around 120 visitors coming to view the 
plans and speak to the project team,” he said. 

Investment 

“The overwhelming majority of those who 
attended were positive about the plans and the 
general mood was one of welcoming the new jobs and 
investment in the area. 

“The fact that Coseley has seen very little of this 
type of investment over the years meant that the 
local community were excited to see something hap¬ 
pening. 

“It was near universally recognised that the site 
could not continue as it is at the moment.” 

The site is currently home to around 30 manufac¬ 
turing and light industrial business employing about 
120 people on Newey Business Park, Wellington 
Industrial Estate and Bean Road Industrial Estates. 

The number of firms has fallen over the past few 
years with large employers such as Blackburn 
Metals, relocating to other sites in the borough. 

The site’s owners say between 400 and 500 new 
jobs would be created by the new food store and 
wholesale warehouse while around 300 posts would 
be made available during the construction phase. It 
is hoped the rest of the new jobs can come from the 
park attracting new businesses.

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M OST of the windows are bricked up - 
but inside an uninviting shell of a 
building are some of the Black 
Country’s greatest treasures, dating back to a 
document signed by the Pope in 1182. 

The documents housed in Dudley’s Archives and 
Local History Service give a fascinating insight into 
the lives of the borough’s citizens, businesses, 
churches and civic leaders throughout the turbulent 
centuries. 

Now the archives themselves are at 
the centre of some controversy — with 
the service due to move into £6 million 
state-of-the-art new premises next to 
the Black Country Living Museum, 
opposed by local campaigners who 
want to keep the records in its current 
base in a Victorian school building at 
Coseley. 

The gems stored within hundreds of 
thousands of documents at the school 
include the papal “bull” — short for 
“bullas”, the Latin term for a seal - 
signed by Pope Lucius III in 1182 
granting permission for Dudley’s 
Priory to be built. 

Also there is the original design by 
landscape gardener Capability Brown 
for the grounds of Himley Hall - and 
the original pricing list and bill of sale, 
down to the last halfpenny, for the 
Titanic anchor, built by Noah Hingley 
and Sons in Netherton. 

The site is popular with members of 
the public who visit to learn more 
about the history of the area and even 
their own family. 

Census 

Retired maintenance man Derek 
Knowles has spent the last 10 years 
“trying to find” his great great grand¬ 
father. 

Mr Knowles aged 67, of Southfield 
Grove, Wolverhampton, visits the 
archives several times a year to check 
census and parish church records on 
microfilm in the hunt for more infor¬ 
mation about Thomas Knowles for a 
family tree he is building up. 

“Once you’ve started on this trail it’s 
like a drug and you just can’t stop,” 
said Mr Knowles. 

At least 20 people a day visit the 
archives centre and, at times, it is so 
busy that appointments have to be 
made for visitors to come in.

Superb 

“The state-of-the-art technology of 
this building is superb and it will pre¬ 
serve the area’s history for genera¬ 
tions to come.” 

Building work will now get under 
way in the coming weeks and it is 
expected to be completed by summer 
2013. 

But potentially dangerous ground 
gases and “significant” land contami¬ 
nation have been found at the site, 
with large-scale groundwork needed 
before construction can begin. 

Work to demolish the old Royal 
Brierley Crystal building began 
earlier this month, and investigations 
into the ground contamination will be 
carried out when the site has been 
fully cleared.

pay the mortgage or the colleague who can’t afford to send 
their child to college or university. 

These kind of cases are raised at my advice surgeries all 
the time. And I’ve noticed things getting worse in recent 
times. 

That’s partly because Dudley is one of the areas that’s 
been hit hardest by the downturn. In the last year the 
number out of work and claiming benefits 
has gone up by 12 per cent. That number is 
now 42 per cent higher than five years ago. 

These are shocking figures and the clear¬ 
est proof yet that the Tories’ economic poli¬ 
cies are not working. Growth is stalling and 
the economy is flat-lining. They claim there 
is no alternative if they are to tackle the 
deficit, but borrowing is actually £46 billion 
higher than planned. 

Their policies are hurting families and 
costing jobs. The Government should 
change course or things will keep getting 
worse. 


TOWN CENTRE RESPONSE SHOWS 
APPETITE FOR CHANGE 

Like anyone else who lives in Dudley I’ve 
been concerned about the town centre for 
years and I think reviving the town centre 
should be the council’s top priority. 

Last week I sent an email out to constituents asking for 
their ideas on how to improve things. 

I wanted to get people’s take on issues such as whether 
Stone Street would be better used for parking and what 
people think about opening up the castle for concerts and 
plays. 

I’ve had an overwhelming response so far and a number 
of interesting suggestions have been made. 


HIPPODROME NEEDS TO BE TIDIED UP 

On the subject of the town centre, when 
is the council going to do something about 
the Hippodrome? 

It sits at the gateway to the town and is 
just yards from two of the town’s biggest 
tourist attractions yet the paint is peeling, 
the steps are overgrown with weeds and 
it’s covered in litter and broken glass. 

It gives a terrible impression of the town 
and I can’t understand why the Council 
hasn’t done something about it. How hard 
can it be to send a couple of workers down to tidy it up? 

TOUGHER ACTION NEEDED ON METAL THEFT 

I read last week that the problem of metal theft is becom¬ 
ing so severe Dudley Council has started replacing metal 
manhole covers with plastic ones. 

There were 79 stolen in one week in my constituency 
recently and at £450 each 
they’re not cheap to replace. 

Thieves aren’t just targeting 
drain covers. 

There have been some 
appalling cases recently: A local 
school was forced to close after 
being flooded when lead flash¬ 
ing was stripped from its roof 
and just the other day the 
Highways Agency revealed the 
theft of copper cables from 
cameras on the M6 risked 
causing a serious accident. 

A caller to my office made a 
good point — if trading stan¬ 
dards can send in youngsters to 
catch off-licences selling 
alcohol to underage kids, why 
can’t we do the same thing and 
catch dodgy scrap metal dealers red-handed? 

It’s clear more must be done to tackle the problem. I’ve 
written to the Government about this urging it to tighten 
the rules so no metal is sold without the seller providing 
verified identification and - most importantly - that cash 
payment for scrap metal is made illegal. 

The budgets of local councils are stretched enough as it 
is without opportunistic metal thieves costing them tens of 
thousands of pounds more per year.

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Housing is given the go-ahead 


A housing estate will be built in the 
grounds of a stately home after a row 
over wildlife at the site was resolved. 

A special tunnel will be dug to 
accommodate reptiles and slowworms 
at Wordsley Manor when the houses 
are constructed. 

The proposals were given the go- 
ahead by Dudley planning chiefs 
despite objections from more than 100 
residents. And some councillors at a 
recent meeting said the manor house 
would be “desecrated” by the develop¬ 
ment. The scheme has faced stiff oppo¬ 
sition from conservation body Natural 
England which said rare slow worms 
and bat roostings could be at risk. 


The council’s development control 
committee deferred making a decision 
nine months ago to give developers 
Selbourne Homes the chance to work 
out ways to preserve wildlife. 

A “corridor” will be dug out through 
the grounds in Meadowfields Close, 
covered in metal grids for animals to 
nest in, while holes will be cut into 
walls for creatures to crawl through. 

The plans were passed by five votes 
to four at the meeting, with councillors 
suggesting the 14 new homes would 
not fit in with the 18th century house. 
Developers will pay £400,000 towards 
Wordsley Manor’s restoration under 
conditions of planning permission. 


Owner Christopher Firmstone, 
aged 73, has previously said the cash 
is vital to keep the site in his family’s 
hands after 160 years. 

But Councillor Geoffery Southall 
said: “I understand his desperation 
but this seems to be a case of selling 
the family silver. It will leave this his¬ 
toric home with a housing estate 
outside its back door. We should be 
preserving the manor house for future 
generations not desecrating it.” 

Twelve letters of objection and a 
petition of 106 signatures were 
handed into the council. Residents’ 
concerns included lack of parking in 
nearby streets. 


Boost for 
market with 
new stalls 

A popular Black Country 
street market will be 
extended - but the plans 
have been scaled back after 
complaints that local shops 
could be hit. 

Halesowen’s farmers and 
craft market will be allowed 
an extra 10 stalls by Dudley 
Council licensing chiefs. 

But they rejected an 
application to hold the 
market in the town centre 
every week. 

The farmers’ market runs 
on alternate Saturdays 
throughout the year and is 
very restricted as to the 
types of goods which can be 
sold. 

Review 

The council’s licensing 
committee heard that the 
Victorian Street Fair or the 
Christmas Market could be 
hit if a larger market took 
place every Saturday. 

The committee said they 
would review the situation 
in six months. 

Market boss Dermot 
McGillicuddy said later: 
“This was a positive deci¬ 
sion and it will go a long way 
to improving what the 
market has to offer.”

Plant grafting in progress 


This year, amid all the hubbub of family 
life, I’m ashamed to say that I forgot about 
several plug plants which had been posted 
to me by Suttons, including the FI tomato 
‘Conchita’ and the FI aubergine ‘Scorpio’ 
varieties. 

They remained in their plastic delivery 
tubs far longer than they should have done 
and when I finally planted them into pots 
on my sheltered, sunny patio in June, they 
understandably looked somewhat forlorn. 

However, in no time at all they perked up 
and, with a little TLC, all the plants have 
now given me plentiful crops, which is more 
than I can say for another tomato plant I 
bought from a nursery, planted out immedi¬ 
ately and lovingly tended but which has 
succumbed to late blight. 

Amazed at the harvest I received from 
the plants I first neglected, I discovered 
that they were all grafted plants. The 
growers select vigorous disease-resistant 
rootstocks and graft tasty varieties on top, 
removing the top of the tasty variety by 
hand, using a small blade to slice diago¬ 
nally across the stem. The strong rootstock 
of the second variety is then removed by the 
same process and the two plants are grafted 
together using a special clip, which drops

off naturally as the plant grows. 

Grafted tomato plants have been used by 
commercial growers for many years and 
available to home gardeners for the last 
five, but many amateurs are unaware of the 
increased yields and vigour they offer. 

Although they can cost an average of £10 
for three plants, the rootstock encourages 
greater vigour and your plants will crop 
earlier and continue later into autumn and 
produce heavier crops, plus they will have 
greater resistance to pests and diseases. 

Suttons is increasing its range of new 
grafted plants for 2012, featuring the toma¬ 
toes FI ‘Cupido’, a small, sweet plum type 
replacing ‘Dasher’ in the range, along with 
Tomato ‘Twins’, which has two varieties 
from two grafts and one rootstock, produc¬ 
ing two different types of cherry tomato - 
‘Orangino’ and ‘Florryno’ - on two stems, 
and Tomato FI ‘Shirley’, which produces 
medium-sized fruits. 

Just be aware that, if you are a beginner 
or have had endless failures with tomatoes 
in recent years because of blight, the root- 
stock of grafted plants is highly resistant to 
soil-borne pests and diseases which can 
build up in greenhouse border soil and else¬ 
where.

John Cooper Coupe is Mini’s sporty flagship 


IN THE space of a decade, BMW 
has achieved something many 
thought impossible. 

Since 2001 its Mini range has 
clocked up two million sales and is 
available in 90 markets around the 
world. Not bad for something cynics 
thought would be a fashion flash in the 
pan. 

Part of that success can be attributed to 
the regular introduction of new bodystyles. 
The original three-door hatch spawned a 
convertible, then a ‘mini’ estate and more 
recently a full four-seat compact SUV, the 
Countryman. 

You can now add a two-seat coupe to the 
list, a variant Mini executives hope will 
attract buyers seeking a more focused and 
sporty experience. 

Its arrival also positions the Coupe along¬ 
side the likes of Peugeot’s popular RCZ 
coupe, a car that’s done wonders for its 
maker’s image. 

The Mini Coupe performs its duties as a 
halo model for the rest of the range with 
aplomb. Its heavily raked windscreen and 
low-slung profile is the most dramatic look 
yet for a Mini. 

Although width and length dimensions 
are near identical to the hatch, the Coupe’s 
height is 29mm lower. And, thanks to its 
equally rakish rear screen, you’re left in no 
doubt that the Coupe is a strict two-seater. 

Fear not on the practicality front, though. 


With a hatchback tailgate that opens to 
reveal a maximum volume of 280 litres plus 
a through-load slot into the cabin, it’s on par 
with the estate-like Clubman. Up front 
there’s the usual oddment spaces you’ll find 
in any Mini. 

Along with its looks, the Mini Coupe has 
been designed to behave a little different on 
the road. 

With its firmer suspension set up, the 
Coupe has been designed to deliver a more 
focused experience for the keen driver. As 
such, there’s noticeably less roll through 
corners and there’s a greater willingness to 
change direction. 

Character 

Thankfully such changes haven’t resulted 
in a reduction in the quality of the car’s ride. 
Yes, it’s a bit stiffer than a regular three-door 
hatch, but you get to keep your fillings at the 
end of a journey. 

The trade-off is a more chuckable and 
engaging drive, which is what you’d expect 
from a two-seat coupe. 

Reinforcing the car’s sporty character is 
an engine line-up comprised of Mini’s more 
powerful diesel and petrol units. 

There’s no One or One D here, as the 
Coupe range starts with the familiar Cooper 
badge and its 122 horsepower offering. 

The Cooper S shares the Cooper’s 1.6 
petrol unit but adds a turbo to produce 184 
horsepower, while the John Cooper Works 
variant’s output from the same motor is a 
heady 211 horsepower. 


Diesel fans can opt for the Cooper SD, 
which has a 2.0-litre turbo unit outputting 
143 horsepower. It also offers the lowest 
emissions and economy performance - 
114g/km and 65.7mpg respectively. 

But which is the best in the real world? All 
the engines have proven themselves in 
other Mini variants, most recently the diesel 
in hatch, convertible and Countryman 
models. 

There’s no question that the combination 
of wallet-friendly economy, 143 horse¬ 
power and a substantial 225lb/ft torque 
make for relaxed yet brisk performance. 

Overtaking is quick and safe and there’s 
enough low down grunt to make the traffic 
light grand prix entertaining. 

The diesel’s trademark growl when 
pushed hard is also appealing, but if you 
want the performance to match the Coupe’s 
looks, then it has to be the John Cooper 
Works experience. 

Rapid replaces brisk when 
describing its performance, 
while the diesel’s growl has 
been elbowed out of the 
way by a more impatient- 
sounding howl. 

Like the diesel B 
variant you need to 
exercise some 

restraint in the wet if 
you don’t want to light 
up the front tyres at 
every junction, but in 
the dry the car chan< 


direction quickly and the urgency of its 
engine note encourages you to pedal a little 
faster on familiar roads. 

Factor in a surprisingly compliant ride 
despite its sporty character and a short, 
slick manual gearshift, and the Coupe expe¬ 
rience easily becomes a fun one. 

Part of that fun comes before you’ve even 
signed the cheque. 

With a plethora of options to help cus¬ 
tomise your purchase, Mini offers everything 
from colour-coded cabin trim, satnav, sports 
seats and different wheel designs to suede- 
trimmed steering wheels and contrasting 
body stripes.

Nissan’s 
back-room 
boys show 
off a sharp 
portfolio

THE Nissan Charged Tour was a real showcase for 
engineering prowess. 

The guys in the Japanese firm’s engine department have 
really been earning their wages recently. 

The headline offering at the tour was, surprisingly, the new 
Micra DIG-S The last part of the model name is the key to that 
as it becomes the Micra’s flagship engine. 

Nissan has placed a 1.2-litre powerplant up front and 
supercharged it. Not in the name of performance - that’s a 
happy bonus. Thanks to supercharging and efficiency- 
biased technologies, the Micra DIG-S has almost lOObhp, a 
0-62mph time of 11.3 seconds yet 63mpg on the combined 
cycle and emissions below the key lOOg/km mark, so you 
don’t have to pay road tax to drive a nippy city car. 

The ride and handling are set up for town driving but 
Nissan would have made a mistake had it tried to make the 
DIG-S a hot hatch. The Micra has a decent amount of grunt 
but isn’t sporty, which means it will cope with potholes and 
speed bumps. The steering is light and accurate and good 
all-round visibility makes parking nice and simple. 

The excellent engine is the main feature. It pulls well when 
needed but will run about town in low revs easily, conserving 
petrol. It is one of the best in the supermini class. To put it into 
perspective, the emission and fuel figures are close to 
matching the diesels, with better performance and it has 
made a good all-round small car even better. 

Almost overshadowing the Micra DIG-S was the Leaf, 
Nissan’s all-electric family car. No fuel is burnt under the 
bonnet and no emissions leave the exhaust pipe either - 
partly because there is no exhaust pipe. 

The Leaf is, electric considerations aside, a good family car. 
There’s plenty of space for four adults with good boot space, 
though that’s to be expected with the Megane-style, big-bum 
boot. One thing that must be considered is the rear footwell. 
Because the batteries fit under the floor, it’s shallow and gives 
little space for toes under the front seats. Otherwise, legroom 
is good in a stylish and practical cabin. The cream interior 
adds to the light and airy feel and the dark centre console is a 
practical information centre. There is so much information 
from the dashboard that it really helps maximise the amount 
of power you can get from the Leaf’s batteries. 

There are a number of different systems to extract precious 
miles. The gauge above the speedometer shows how much 
power you’re using and works in reverse, showing energy 
recouped and you quickly work out the best way to make the 
most of the energy-saving systems. The best way to save is 
to avoid the open road. Staying at constant speed and revs 
gives little or no chance to regain energy as there are few 
opportunities to brake. The other way is to put the gearbox 
into eco-mode, which limits power used, and use the normal 
mode like a supercharger you turn on and off when you want 
acceleration. When you put your foot down, you see the elec¬ 
tric motor’s party trick - a lot of torque instantly available for 
pleasantly surprising acceleration. It helps make the Leaf a 
viable, if initially pricey, alternative if you rarely go more than 
80 miles or so per trip. 

Talking of surprising acceleration brings me to the Juke 
DIG-T. The turbocharged engine in this small SUV makes the 
Juke seem like a hot hatch. More surprising is that Nissan has 
designed the handling to match the performance. 

The 1.6-litre turbo engine gives an acceleration figure of 
eight seconds from 0-62mph and the handling suits the 
engine’s responsiveness with impressive grip and even more 
impressive lack of body roll. 

If you want performance, the most startling engine of all the 
cars on test was squeezed under the bonnet of the Nissan 
GT-R - a superb piece of engineering. 

The twin-turbocharged V8 produces a massive 523bhp 
which offers simply stunning acceleration. Every time you 
decide to accelerate hard, you feel yourself hanging on 
tightly, and grinning madly before you realise the speed limit 
is rapidly approaching and you back off very quickly. 

In short, Nissan’s engineers are pulling out all the stops in 
every department - from eco-friendly family models to all-out 
supercars through the more difficult challenges of combining 
efficiency with performance. 

And on this evidence, the Japanese manufacturer is 
setting itself up nicely for the future.
